Green Party 
leader challenges 
county counsel

One man’s effort to repeal 
the county’s Measure G pot 
decriminalization ordinance 
has drawn fire from the local 
Green Party chairman who 
helped author it. Ironically, a 
group which also wants to 
repeal Measure G cites identi- 
cal concerns with the propos- 
al. 

Local resident Jimmy 
Rickel, frustrated with pot 
dealing in his neighborhood 
and, like many other local res- 
idents, turned off by the 
increasing marijuana growing 
in the county, came up with a 
ballot measure aimed at 
repealing the county’s 
Measure G, which basically 
allows anyone - not just med- 
ical marijuana patients - to 
grow 25 marijuana plants 
without fear of prosecution. 

Rickel submitted his ballot 
measure to the county’s legal 
office and got it approved for 
circulation and now must 


gather enough signatures to 
put it on the June ballot. 

Rickel’s ballot measure, 
however, immediately drew 
concern from others in the 
community also hoping to 
repeal Measure G. They saw 
the wording of Rickel’s mea- 
sure as confusing, unwieldy 
and unenforceable. 

Now, local Green Party 
chairman, Richard Johnson, 
says he has taken Rickel’s bal- 
lot measure to court citing the 
very problems with it the anti- 
Measure G proponents have 
raised - although his aim is to 
keep Measure G in force. 

Johnson says he is suing to 
stop Rickel from circulating 
his ballot measure and says 
County Counsel Jeanine 
Nadel should have stopped it 
in its tracks. 

“Rickel’s petition attempts 
way too much and does not 
have the legally correct form 
to accomplish most of what

Plowshares getting 
Toyshop read

Holidays can be a stressful 
time for any of us. Imagine 
being a homeless parent 
wanting to give your children 
a cheerful and pleasant holi- 
day, even as you are strug- 
gling to keep them fed and 
clothed and warm and get 
them to school every day. 

At the Plowshares 
Community Dining Room, 
anyone in need can get a free 
lunchtime holiday feast on 
Monday, Dec. 24, on a walk- 
in basis with no questions 
asked. It is a particularly spe- 
cial day for the children - 
more than 300 of them 
attended Plowshares’ event 
last year. After they eat, chil- 
dren go through Santa’s 
Toyshop escorted by volun- 
teer elves. 

The Toyshop is piled high 
with a wondrous assortment 
of donated toys and gifts, 
unwrapped so that they can 
pick out something special 
for themselves. Every child 
also receives a new stuffed 
animal, plus a stocking or 
bag full of assorted small 
gifts and treats. 

The only missing ingredi- 
ent at this point is the toys. 
Plowshares is asking the 
community to donate new, 
unwrapped toys, as long as 
they are not weapons or war 
toys, and include batteries if 
needed. 

“All year, children of low- 
income families receive 
hand-me-downs, and for

Air quality district ‘07 project funds distributed

At Tuesday’s Mendocino 
County Board of Supervisors 
meeting, the board, sitting as 
the Mendocino County Air 
Quality Management District, 
approved projects for funding 
from the Air Quality 
Management District’s Motor 
Vehicle Programs, known by 
their legislative bill numbers, 


AB 2766 and AB 923. 

The AB 2766 program pro- 
vides funding for projects that 
reduce public exposure to 
emissions related to automo- 
biles. 

The program was signed 
into law in 1990 and provides 
for the collection of an addi- 
tional $4 in motor vehicle reg- 
istration fees to fund various 


air pollution efforts. 

Only government agencies 
were eligible for this cycle. 

Projects funded by the AB 
2766 program include: 

-- Greenhouse gas invento- 
ry and reductions - City of 
Willits - $10,000 

-- Membership in the 
ICLEI Cities for Climate 
Change, an international asso- 


ciation of more than 700 
cities, towns, counties, and 
their associations that have 
made a commitment to sus- 
tainable development - 
Mendocino County CEO - 
$3,600 

-- New electric vehicle pur- 
chases - Mendocino County 
General Services - $22,000 

-- New hybrid vehicle - 


Laytonville Unified School 
District - $25,000 

-- Dust suppression adja- 
cent to Spyrock School - 
Mendocino County 
Department of Transportation 
- $30,000 

-- Dust suppression adja- 
cent to Whale Gulch School -

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Gates lashes out at 
Iran for seeking 
to cause chaos 


MANAMA, Bahrain (AP) 
— Pentagon chief Robert 
Gates lashed out at Iran on 
Saturday for seeking to cause 
chaos “everywhere you turn” 
regardless of the blood spilled 
and said its neighbors must 
demand that Tehran renounce 
any intention of pursuing 
nuclear weapons. 

At the same time, the 
defense secretary endorsed 
the idea of setting up an inde- 
pendent consortium that, 
under controlled circum- 
stances, would give countries 
access to uranium enrichment 
for civil or development pur- 
poses. That process can pro- 
duce fuel for a nuclear reactor 
or a weapon. 

“We ought to be thinking 
creatively about how the 
international community 
could provide such a thing,” 
Gates said at a global security 
conference marked by the 
abrupt pullout of Iranian offi- 
cials. 

In his speech, Gates 
appealed to Persian Gulf 
nations to support penalties 
designed to force Iran to sus- 
pend its uranium enrichment. 
Those nations, he said, also 
should demand that Iran 
“openly affirm that it does not 
intend to develop nuclear 
weapons in the future.” 

Iran says its program is 
aimed at using nuclear reac- 
tors to generate electricity. 
Tehran has rebuffed U.S. 
demands that it cease enrich- 
ment, saying it has a right to 
do so under the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Justice Department and 
CIA announced a joint inquiry 
Saturday into the spy agency’s 
destruction of videotapes of 
interrogations of two suspect- 
ed terrorists. 

The review will determine 
whether a full investigation is 
watranted. 

“I welcome this inquiry and 
the CIA will cooperate fully,” 
CIA Director Mike Hayden 
said in a statement. “I wel- 
come it as an opportunity to 
address questions that have 
arisen over the destruction 
back in 2005 of videotapes.” 

Hayden told agency 
employees Thursday that the 
recordings were destroyed out 
of fear the tapes would leak 
and reveal the identities of 
interrogators. He said the ses- 
sions were videotaped to pro- 
vide an added layer of legal 
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protection for interrogators 
using new, harsh methods 
authorized by President Bush 
as a way to break down the 
defenses of recalcitrant pris- 
oners. 

The CIA’s acting general 
counsel, John Rizzo, is pre- 
serving all remaining records 
related to the videotapes and 
their destruction, according to 
Kenneth L. Wainstein, assis- 
tant attorney general. 


Nebraska mall 
reopens amid 
tighter security 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — 
People returned to the 
Westroads Mall on Saturday, 
most to shop for the holidays 
but some to grieve in the place 
where a young gunman killed 
eight people and himself three 
days earlier. 

Within the mall, however, 
the Von Maur department 
store where 19-year-old 
Robert Hawkins fired an AK- 
47 on Wednesday remained 
closed. 

A makeshift memorial had 
been assembled at its inside 
entrance. Wreaths sat on 
tripods just outside the doors 
and a note from management 
said the store will reopen 
soon. No date was given. 

“I come out here almost 
every morning, and (today) it 
was kind of just an eerie feel- 
ing of, I don’t know, quiet,” 
said Marge Andrews, 49, who 
regularly walks the mall with 
a friend. She and her husband 
John, 51, came Saturday to 
buy Christmas presents — 
sporting goods for their sons, 
volleyball clothes for their 


daughter. 
“It doesn’t feel like a 
Christmas feeling,” John 


Andrews said. 


Oprah says belief 
in Obama caused 
her to make first 

endorsement 


DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) 
— Oprah Winfrey said worry 
about the direction of her 
country and a personal belief 
in Barack Obama’s ability to 
lead it pushed her to make her 
first endorsement in a presi- 
dential campaign, support 
with incalculable value in a 
tight race for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Winfrey said she felt ner- 
vous and “out of my pew” as 
she addressed a gathering hall 
packed shoulder-to-shoulder 
in the largest gathering of 
Iowans in the campaign this 
year. But she did not hide her 


political convictions, making 
an argument for change from 
the Bush administration other 
than another Clinton in the 
White House. 

The talk show queen did 
not mention the current presi- 
dent or Obama rival Hillary 
Rodham Clinton by name, but 
was not subtle about her feel- 
ings for Clinton’s argument 
that Obama doesn’t have the 
experience to be president. 

“The amount of time you 
spend in Washington means 
nothing unless you are 
accountable for the judgment 
you made,” Winfrey said. She 
said from the beginning 
Obama “stood with clarity 
and conviction against this 
war in Iraq.” 

“There are times that I even 
worry about what happens to 
our country,” Winfrey said, 
standing on a small stage 
before a sea of people in the 
100,000-square-foot hall. 
“That is why for the very first 
time in my life I feel com- 
pelled to stand up and speak 
out for the man who I believe 
has a new vision for 
America.” 


GOP candidate 
Mike Huckabee 
advocated isolation 
of AIDS patients 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) 

Mike Huckabee once 
advocated isolating AIDS 
patients from the general pub- 
lic, opposed increased federal 
funding in the search for a 
cure and said homosexuality 
could “pose a dangerous pub- 
lic health risk.” 

As a candidate for a U.S. 
Senate seat in 1992, Huckabee 
answered 229 questions sub- 
mitted by The Associated 
Press. Besides a quarantine, 
Huckabee suggested that 
Hollywood celebrities fund 
AIDS research from their own 
pockets, rather than federal 
health agencies. 

Huckabee said Saturday 
that his comments came at a 
time when “the AIDS crisis 
was just that — a crisis. We 
didn’t know exactly all the 
details of how extensive it was 
going to be. There was just a 
real panic in this country. If I 
were making those same com- 
ments today, I might make 
them a little differently.” 

In 1992, Huckabee wrote, 
“If the federal government is 
truly serious about doing 
something with the AIDS 
virus, we need to take steps 
that would isolate the carriers 
of this plague,” Huckabee 
wrote.

WASHINGTON — The 
Justice Department and the 
CIA’s internal watchdog 
announced Saturday a joint 
inquiry into the spy agency’s 
destruction of videotaped 
interrogations of two suspect- 
ed terrorists as the latest scan- 
dal to rock U.S. intelligence 
gathered steam. 

The review will determine 
whether a full investigation is 
watranted. 

“T welcome this inquiry and 
the CIA will cooperate fully,” 
CIA Director Mike Hayden 
said in a statement. “I wel- 
come it as an opportunity to 
address questions that have 
arisen over the destruction 
back in 2005 of videotapes.” 

The House Intelligence 
Committee is launching its 
own inquiry next week. It will 
investigate not only why the 
tapes were destroyed and 
Congress was not notified, but 
also the interrogation methods 
that “if released, had the 
potential to do such grave 
damage to the United States of 
America,” said Chairman 
Rep. Silvestre Reyes, D- 
Texas, on Saturday. 

“This administration can- 
not be trusted to police itself,” 
Reyes said. 

The Senate Intelligence 
committee is also investigat- 
ing. 

Hayden told agency 
employees Thursday that the 
recordings were destroyed out 
of fear the tapes would leak 
and reveal the identities of 
interrogators. He said the ses- 
sions were videotaped to pro- 
vide an added layer of legal 
protection for interrogators 
using new, harsh methods 
authorized by President Bush 
as a way to break down the 
defenses of recalcitrant pris- 
oners. 

The CIA’s acting general 
counsel, John Rizzo, is pre- 
serving all remaining records 
related to the videotapes and 
their destruction. Kenneth L. 
Wainstein, an assistant attor- 
ney general, asked that they be 
handed over along with any 
relevant internal reviews.

CIA, Justice to investigate videotape destruction 


e The tapes were destroyed shortly after The 
Washington Post in late 2005 revealed the existence 
of secret overseas prisons, which angered the coop- 
erating governments. 
e Another intelligence official said Rodriguez was con- 
cerned the tapes would leak and the interrogators 
seen in the tapes would be targeted by al-Qaida. 


Justice Department offi- 
cials, lawyers from the CIA 
general counsel’s office and 
CIA Inspector General John 
Helgerson will meet early this 
coming week to begin the pre- 
liminary inquiry, Wainstein 
wrote Rizzo on Saturday. 

Helgerson has been highly 
critical in classified reports of 
the agency’s treatment of 
detainees. In October, the CIA 
confirmed that a close Hayden 
aide was reviewing his work, 
raising concern on Capitol 
Hill that the independence of 
the office was under attack. 

The White House had no 
immediate comment on the 
inquiry. On Friday, presiden- 
tial spokeswoman Dana 
Perino said the White House 
would support Attorney 
General Michael Mukasey if 
he decided to investigate. 

Angry congressional 
Democrats had demanded the 
Justice Department investi- 
gate. Some accused the CIA of 
a cover-up. 


The man now at the center 
of the storm is Jose 
Rodriguez, who retired as 


head of the CIA’s clandestine 
directorate of operations in 
August 2007, but will leave 
the agency at the end of the 
year. Rodriguez decided the 
tapes should be destroyed, one 
former and one current intelli- 
gence official told The 
Associated Press. A career 
spy, Rodriguez was promoted 
to the job by then-CIA 
Director Porter Goss. 

Goss learned of the tapes’ 
destruction “a couple of days” 
after it happened, a govern- 
ment official familiar with the 
events said. The official said 
Goss did not order an investi- 
gation or inform Congress.

Goss was upset by the 
tapes’ destruction but did not 
take any action because the 
decision was within 
Rodriguez’s authority, a for- 
mer intelligence official told 
the AP. The CIA’s spy service 
has broad latitude to take 
actions to protect operational 
security. 

“Though Goss believed this 
was a bad judgment it falls 
within prerogatives of the 
directorate of operations,” 
said the former official, who 
like other current and former 
officials spoke on condition of 
anonymity to discuss sensitive 
information. 

The tapes were destroyed 
shortly after The Washington 
Post in late 2005 revealed the 
existence of secret overseas 
prisons, which angered the 
cooperating governments. 

Another intelligence offi- 
cial said Rodriguez was con- 
cerned the tapes would leak 
and the interrogators seen in 
the tapes would be targeted by 
al-Qaida. “Rodriguez felt he 
had good reasons to deep-six 
the tapes. They had people’s 
faces on them. It’s not like a 
name getting out,” the official 
said. 

The Justice Department 
and CIA inspector general 
inquiry is expected to focus on 
whether Rodriguez had the 
inherent authority to destroy 
the tapes or had the endorse- 
ment of CIA legal advisers or 
any senior officials. 

There are more than 100 
attorneys inside the CIA, and 
it is possible those inside the 
clandestine service arrived at 
their own conclusions about 
the advisability of destroying 
the tapes.

up their lawyers to make sure 
they are not always going to 
say no,” said John Radsan, 
who was assistant general 
counsel at the CIA from 2002 
to 2004 and now teaches at 
William Mitchell College of 
Law in St. Paul, Minn. 

“Tt looks like Rodriguez is 
being pushed over the deck on 
this. Will he grab other peo- 
ple?” he said. 

Rodriguez destroyed the 
tapes at a time of national 
debate over interrogation 
practices involving suspected 
terrorists. He could not be 
reached for comment. 

In December 2005, 
Congress passed legislation 
that prohibits torture and 
cruel, inhuman and degrading 
treatment of all U.S. 
detainees, including those in 
CIA custody. Earlier in the 
year, the Senate Intelligence 
Committee was trying to 
determine if CIA interrogators 
were complying with interro- 
gation guidelines. The CIA 
refused twice in 2005 to pro- 
vide the committee with its 
general counsel’s report on the 
tapes, according to the current 
chairman, Sen. Jay 
Rockefeller, D-W. Va. 

Detainees’ treatment was 
also an issue before the 
Supreme Court in the fall of 
2005. The court heard a case 
involving the legal rights of 
detainees held at the Navy’s 
base at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. It decided in June 2006 
that al-Qaida prisoners are 
protected by the Geneva 
Convention’s prohibitions on 
torture and cruel treatment. At 
the time, the CIA also was 
concerned that its operatives 
involved in interrogations 


might be subject to legal 
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charges over the treatment of 
detainees. Some agency 
employees have bought liabil- 
ity insurance as a hedge 
against that possibility. 

The tapes showed interro- 
gations of Abu Zubaydah, the 
first high-value detainee taken 
by the CIA in 2002. 
Zubaydah, under harsh ques- 
tioning, told CIA interrogators 
about alleged Sept. 11 accom- 
plice Ramzi Binalshibh. The 
two men’s confessions also 
led to the capture of Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed, who the 
U.S. government said was the 
mastermind behind the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks. 

The other taped interroga- 
tions showed Abd al-Rahim 
al-Nashiri, the alleged master- 
mind of the 2000 attack on the 
USS Cole, which left 17 U.S. 
sailors dead. He and 
Zubaydah are now being held 
at Guantanamo. 

Then-CIA General Counsel 
Scott Muller told the leader- 
ship of the House and Senate 
intelligence committees about 
the tapes and the intention to 
destroy them. That included 


then-Senate Intelligence 
Committee Chairman Pat 
Roberts, R-Kan., Rockefeller, 
Rep. Jane Harman, D-Calif., 
and Goss, who was then 
House Intelligence Committee 
Chairman. None ever request- 
ed to view the tapes, accord- 
ing to the government official. 

The White House was 
scrambling this weekend to 
determine who in the adminis- 
tration knew about the tapes 
and when, including Harriet 
Miers, who was a deputy 
White House chief of staff in 
2003. Miers became White 
House counsel in early 2005. 

Bush “has no recollection” 
of hearing about either the 
tapes’ existence or their 
destruction before being 
briefed about it Thursday 
morning, White House press 
secretary Perino said. 

Bush has “complete confi- 
dence” in Hayden’s handling 
of the matter, Perino said. 

Hayden took over the CIA 
in 2006.

George Will 
wrong on Hawaii 


To the Editor: 

I am appalled and impelled to respond to 
the long editorial given to George Will’s 
syndicated column on last Saturday. I spent 
the last 13 years living in Hawaii, involved 
for much of that time with sovereignty 
activists who decry the Akaka Bill but not 
for the reasons Will gives. George Will is 
either misinformed or disingenuous in his 
representation of history. 

He is right that blood-quantum is a 
“racialist” criterion but it is racialist on the 
part of the U.S. whose idea it was, not on 
the part of Hawaiians who are divided/con- 
quered by its strictures and were accepting 
of all races and nationalities into their 
nation. 

He is right that Congress cannot legiti- 
mately declare Hawaiians a tribe; he is 
wrong that Congress had a right to hold a 
referendum and declare Hawaii a state in 
1959. He is wrong that Native Hawaiians 
voted for it. The U.S. military was allowed 
to vote; settlers outnumbered Hawaiians 
overwhelmingly. Many Hawaiians turned 
away and refused to take part. 

He is right that the Akaka Bill is 
opposed by many Native Hawaiians but not 
right about why. He is wrong that the over- 
throw of the last constitutional monarch of 
Hawaii was a peaceful revolt by Hawaiian 
residents. The overthrow - by a tiny com- 
mittee of American-born sugar planters - 
was made possible only by the landing of 
U.S. marines and the guns of a U.S. battle- 
ship trained on Honolulu from the harbor. 
The queen stepped down in order to avoid 
bloodshed, and she stepped down tem- 
porarily until such time as the U.S. would 
undo the wrong, as Kamehameha III had 
done when the English took Hawaii in the 
1840s. The English gave Hawaii back. The 
U.S. - because of the Spanish-American 
War and the desire for a permanent military 
outpost - did not. 

Hawaii was never legally annexed (see 
www.hawaiiankingdom.org and 
www.hawaii-nation.org for more informa- 
tion), and therefore, it was never legally 
made a state either. 

Native Hawaiians resist the Akaka Bill 
because it is just another U.S. law that will 
cover over the illegality of Hawaii’s occu- 
pation by the U.S. and make it possible for 
yet more land and resources to be taken.

Leave the fees as 1s 


We hope that the ad hoc committee being 
formed by the county CEO to have a look at 
fees paid by the county’s gas stations will 
quickly reaffirm the Air Quality 
Management District’s reasonable fees. 

Those fees were constructed in 2003 in an 
effort to be fair to the smaller, independent 
gas station owners while collecting reason- 
able fees from the big boys. 

The 2003 fees are based on the actual 
number of gallons of gas pumped out of 
their gas stations rather than the old system 
of fees based on the number of gas nozzles 
at a station. 

The old system tended to bring fees up for 
the smaller guys even though they didn’t 
pump nearly as much gas every year. 

We’re not surprised that the large gas sta- 
tion owners would rather pay $1,000 a year 
than $3,000 a year, but the higher figure is 
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come about since the Progressive Ploy 
claiming that the Masonite site had horrible 
contamination problems and could become 
another “Love Canal” has seemingly fallen 
by the way side. Apparently, it was a false 
claim as it was rejected. Now, I suppose 
the coalition intends to try and intimidate 
Supervisor Wattenburger with these signa- 
tures. 

On the day I started writing this letter I 
pulled up a copy of this open letter and it 
then stated they had 626 signatures. Now, I 
firmly believe that if your are going to 
complain about something in a community, 
that you should reside in that community.

not out of line for a station that is averaging 
more than $250,000 a year in profit. A small 
gas station pays about $140 in fees, one- 
quarter to what it used to pay. 

Making fees reasonable for smaller sta- 
tions helps preserve those stations in the 
many small towns and crossroads in our 
county. Helping keep those stations alive 
means fewer miles driven by rural residents 
to buy gas and, consequently, less air pollu- 
tion. 

Some large oil companies took the Air 
Quality Management District to court over 
these new fees and lost. We see no reason for 
the Board of Supervisors to give in to them 
now. 

These fees are fair and will perhaps save 
a few small independent gas station opera- 
tors. What’s wrong with that? 
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cent of the population of Ukiah is trying to 
tell 96.1 percent of the population what 
they can and can’t do. 

Wouldn’t it be nice if just for once, the 
Progressives would try to be above board 
and use actual facts to get their point across 
rather than using scare tactics or appealing 
to ones emotions?

A gawk- 
er will scamper along the jetty, having 
fun by “daring” the wave to get close as 
their friends shoot videos. Then one wave 
in 20 or 30 comes along that's bigger and 
badder than the rest, and the jetty is swept 
clean. 

In the mountains, the same phenome- 
non occurs in the spring when the wild 
rivers are swollen with snow runoff, lur- 
ing kayakers who can't resist the chal- 
lenge. Most make it; some don't. Then 
there are the flatlanders who underesti- 
mate the strength of the river's current. 
They think they'll just wade in up to their 
ankles -- then they're gone. 

Mother Nature is at her best along the 
North Coast. But don't be fooled that it's 
as safe as a Wild Country ride at 
Disneyland. There are dangers awaiting 
the foolish. Be aware of them. 


Solar panel effort 
is powering ahead

Don’t let those rain clouds fool you - 
this is a great time to be thinking about 
installing solar panels on your house. 

Why? Because Lisa Max of San 
Rafael wanted a better price on solar pan- 
els, and correctly figured there is strength 
in numbers. 

She is an example of how one deter- 
mined person can make a big difference. 

Max helped start GoSolarMarin and 
went looking for other homeowners who 
were interested in installing solar panels 
and would be part of a group buy. She got 
the idea from similar efforts in the Bay 
Area. 

She says 110 people have told her they

plan to call and get an estimate for solar 
panels and that GoSolarMarin has been 
contacted by more than 300 people who 
are interested in solar panels. 

GoSolarMarin received bids from 
more than 10 solar installers, including 
five in Marin. Novato-based SPG Solar 
Inc. came out on top last month after 
agreeing to install systems for $7.94 per 
watt through February. SPG’s Tim Walsh 
said that represents a 17 percent discount 
compared with the average cost of a solar 
system installation in Marin. 

Any Marin resident can take advan- 
tage of GoSolarMarin’s deal, not just 
members of the group. 

Price is a major obstacle for many who 
want to go solar at home. The systems are 
not cheap, and take years to pay for them- 
selves, but they are an excellent source of 
renewable energy. Making solar systems 
more affordable and encouraging people 
to install them benefits all of us. 

Governments also are taking steps to 
encourage more home solar systems. 

Berkeley has approved a pioneering 
program that will allow residents to pay 
for the cost of their solar systems through 
a 20-year assessment on their property. 
Other cities, including San Francisco, 
Santa Cruz and Santa Monica, are con- 
sidering programs. 

What's so impressive about the Marin 
program is that it truly is a grass-roots 
effort that caught fire in a few months. 

Installing solar panels on your home is 
an important - and costly - decision that 
should be made carefully. But if solar 
panels are on your wish list, 
GoSolarMarin just made things a little 
easier.

Maintain the memorial 


At 8 a.m. Hawaiian time 66 years ago 
Dec. 7, 360 Japanese warplanes took to 
the skies in an attack that forever changed 
our world. 

Five of eight U.S. Navy battleships, 
three destroyers and seven other ships 
were sunk or severely damaged in Pearl 
Harbor that day, rendering the Pacific 
fleet useless. More than 200 aircraft were 
destroyed. A total of 2,400 Americans 
were killed, 1,200 were wounded, and 
America was thrust into World War II, 


which went on to claim many more 
American lives. 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt, in 
urging Congress the next day to recog- 
nize a state of war between the United 
States and Japan, said Dec. 7 would be "a 
date which will live in infamy." 

Indeed it has. ... 

In Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7 thousands of 
guests visit the USS Arizona Memorial - 
as many as 1.5 million go there every 
year - and pause to reflect on the shock, 
the horror and the toll. 

They will walk through a small but 
powerfully moving museum before tak- 
ing a boat out to the white structure that 
hovers in the water above the sunken 
USS Arizona. 

That memorial and museum took years 
to become a reality, and would not have 
without generous donors who supple- 
mented the $150,000 appropriation from 
Congress to pay the $500,000 price tag. 

The site was dedicated on Memorial 
Day 1962. Today, the visitors center and 
museum are suffering structural prob- 
lems associated with its age. 
Construction is scheduled to begin this 
month on a state-of-the-art museum, 
which will double the current exhibit 
capacity and showcase Pearl Harbor sur- 
vivors' memorabilia and other artifacts. 

When completed, thousands of visitors 
each day will be able to comfortably 
explore new exhibits about Pearl Harbor 
and the early Pacific War. Organizers say 
the museum will use the latest exhibit 
technology to bring the Pearl Harbor 
attack and surrounding events to life. 

According to site officials, the vision 
of the new Pearl Harbor Memorial 
Museum and Visitor Center is to be a 
tribute, an archive, a classroom - but most 
of all, an unforgettable experience. 

For more information, or to donate to 
the nonprofit foundation which is tasked 
with raising $52 million for the construc- 
tion project, visit www.pearlhar- 
bormemorial.com. Perhaps one holiday 
gift this year could be a donation in the 
name of a veteran or a loved one toward 
this cause. 

Ultimately, the preservation of muse- 
um and memorial, and the memories of 
Pearl Harbor Day, is a gift for future gen- 
erations.

In 2003, the U.S. Supreme Court decided a 
case that pitted advocates of disseminating 
ideas via new technology, especially the 
Internet, against some giants of the entertain- 
ment industry. The case involved a law 
Congress passed in 1998 that extended existing 
copyrights for an additional 20 years. And the 
leading advocate of the law -- even though it 
was named in honor of the late Sonny Bono, 
who had just undergone a skiing mishap with 
an errant tree -- was the Walt Disney corpora- 
tion. 

Under the old law, existing copyrights held 
by corporations were good for a flat 75 years 
from the date that a work was originally copy- 
righted -- or, as Disney was mainly concerned 
about, from the date a cartoon character was 
created. As it happened, in 1998 many of 
Disney’s oldest copyrights were about to 
expire. Chief among these was Mickey Mouse 
himself, who was created in 1928 as the 
world’s first talking cartoon character and 
would have become public property for anyone 
who wanted to sell drawings, posters -- or even 
watches -- in 2003. The Supreme Court’s time- 
ly decision guaranteed that Mickey would 
remain safely in Disney’s three-fingered cor- 
porate hands until 2023. 

The Disney corporation’s advocacy is a lit-

tle puzzling, of course, if one just looks at 
Mickey; Disney hadn’t made an original car- 
toon featuring Mickey in years, and hadn’t 
done a true motion picture in which he’d 
appeared since Fantasia, back in 1940. But 
Mickey was a symbol of the company, and just 
the tip of a large iceberg -- all of Disney’s cor- 
porate characters became safe for 95 years 
after their creation, and that was good news for 
folks who want to keep exploiting them for 
another two decades. 

The decision went 7-2. The court held that 
even though the Constitution says Congress 
can secure to authors the rights to their writings 
for a “limited time,” 95 years instead of 75 is 
just fine as a “limited” time. The folks who 
challenged the law argued that while it’s 
important to give artists and writers some pro- 
tection to make a profit off their works, allow- 
ing literary works to be locked up for almost an 
entire century harms creativity generally, 


because most works of literature (and a lot 
that’s not really literature) are derived from 
existing works. 

And as sure as the sun rises, one can antici- 
pate that in, say, ten years, the entertainment 
folks will once again try to convince Congress 
to spot them another couple of decades. 

But this decision is the latest in what has 
become a string of legal victories for those who 
own copyrights and other intellectual property 
-- at the expense of those who would like to 
“strike sparks” off of that intellectual property. 
Some years ago, for example, Wheel of 
Fortune’s own Vanna White won a legal victo- 
ry against Samsung Electronics, which had run 
a television commercial that depicted a blonde 
robot 50 years in the future turning letters in a 
future-world game show. 

Vanna was awarded damages because 
Samsung infringed her “image,” which -- we 
now have confirmation -- is that she is a 
“blonde robot.” (Of course, Vanna might not 
have wanted to call attention to this ... but some 
people sue before they think.) 

And the California Supreme Court chimed 
in with its own decision, finding that an artist 
who sold T-shirts with a literal depiction of the 
Three Stooges violated the “publicity rights” of 
the Stooges’ family members who still control

the rights to their “images” (apparently, knuck- 
leheads who poke one another in the eyes, go 
“whoo-whoo,” and “nyuk-nyuk-nyuk”). The 
artist’s mistake was making the drawing look 
too much like the real Stooges. 

Ironically, pushing the edges of the law is 
how Walt Disney himself got in the business of 
drawing mice. Back in the 1920s, he and his 
brother created a character called “Oswald the 
Rabbit” who was featured in some of their ear- 
liest cartoons. But they signed a contract giv- 
ing all rights to Oswald to their distributor, and 
when the distributor cut them out of the loop, 
there was nothing the Disney brothers could do 
about it. Except, as it turned out, to redraw the 
rabbit - rounding off his ears, making his body 
a little rounder too, and giving him hands with 
only three fingers. In essence, they “stole 
back” what had been stolen from them. 

So, perhaps things aren’t so bad for those 
folks who hoped that Mickey’s copyright 
would have expired in 2003. Instead of 
bemoaning the decision, they could just create 
their own cartoons -- making them, say, about 
three mice who poke one another in the eyes, 
go “whoo-whoo” and nyuk-nyuk ... 

The possibilities are endless.

Captain 
Jack brings 
Warriors 
back

OAKLAND — Don 
Nelson has long been a mas- 
ter of mismatches, using 
unconventional lineups that 
hide his team’s deficiencies 
and make it difficult for 
opposing teams to counter. 

The Golden State Warriors 
coach has no problem using 
6-foot-9 Al Harrington to 
guard Yao Ming despite a 9- 
inch height disadvantage, 
knowing there’s no way Yao 
can chase the quicker 
Harrington out around the 3- 
point line. 

Lacking a traditional post 
player is no problem for 
Nelson, who often sends 
Baron Davis down to the 
block to overpower opposing 
point guards not able to han- 
dle physical post play. 

Nelson values versatility 
and has players who fit his 
philosophy. 

“They can guard different 
positions and different posi- 
tions can’t guard them,” 
Nelson said. “That’s what I 
look for in a player. Those are 
the matchups I try to find in 
the game.” 

Ever since Stephen 
Jackson’s return from a sea- 
son-opening seven-game sus- 
pension, Nelson has been able 
to do just that. Golden State 
had won 11 of 13 games fol- 
lowing Friday night’s win 
over Miami, overcoming an 
0-6 start. 

The biggest reason for the 
turnaround has been the 
return of Captain Jack, whose 
arrival from Indiana last sea- 
son helped turn the Warriors 
from a sorry franchise that 
had missed the playoffs for 12 
straight seasons into a team 
that went on a magical playoff 
run. 

Golden State is 10-2 since 
Jackson’s return, with its only 
losses coming on back ends 
of back-to-backs against 
Boston and Orlando — two of 
the NBA’s elite teams. 

“T told you all that I wasn’t 
worried early in the season,” 
Davis said. “We got back to 
.500 quicker than I expected. 
But at the same time, know- 
ing that we have our whole 
team together, anything is 
possible with these guys in 
this locker room.” 

With Davis and Jackson 
leading the way, the Warriors 
are showing that last season’s 
playoff run that included a 
first-round upset of top-seed- 
ed Dallas was no fluke. 

Monta Ellis and Kelenna 
Azubuike have more than 
adequately replaced Jason 
Richardson, who was traded 
to Charlotte in the offseason. 
Andris Biedrins keeps 
improving and Matt Barnes 
fills just about whatever role 
Nelson asks of him. 

But the key has been 
Jackson, who often is asked to 
shut down the opposing 
team’s top player and create 
offense of his own on the 
other end. 

“I think from what I’ve 
seen with Stephen back in the 
lineup we can play up to the 
potential we had last year 
when we played real well,” 
Nelson said. “That’s what I 
hope for. I think if we stay 
healthy we can achieve that 
goal.” 

Jackson is averaging a 
career-high 22.2 points per 
game, giving Nelson another 
consistent offensive option to 
reduce the scoring load on 
Davis. But it’s Jackson’s work 
on defense that has been most 
important. 

He shut down Ron Artest 
and Tracy McGrady on back- 
to-back nights last week, forc- 
ing them into a combined 12- 
for-38 from the floor. 

He has matched up against 
both Shawn Marion and Steve 
Nash when the Warriors beat 
Phoenix, and Chris Bosh and 
T.J. Ford in a win at Toronto, 
showing the versatility that 
makes Nelson’s small-ball

three or four guys that didn’t play very 
well in the first half.” 

But the Warriors erased all that with a 
well-played fourth quarter against a 
Miami team that wore down on the back 
end of back-to-back games and lost point 
guard Jason Williams to a sprained right 
ankle in the first half. 

Miami led almost the entire way in a 
game played at Golden State’s preferred 
up-tempo pace. But the Heat wilted in the 
fourth quarter, getting outscored 21-4 in 
one stretch. 

“I just thought that we got tired,” 


coach Pat Riley said. “They kept putting 


the ball on the floor. They kept going to 
the basket, going to the basket, going to 
the basket.

Tebow becomes 


first sophomore 


to win Heisman

NEW YORK (AP) — Tim 
Tebow needed only two years 
of college to graduate to 
Heisman Trophy winner, 
putting the sophomore in a 
class by himself. 

Florida’s folk-hero quarter- 
back with the rugged running 
style and magnetic personali- 
ty won the Heisman on 
Saturday night to become the 
first sophomore or freshman 
to take college football’s most 
prestigious award. 

Since 1935, when Jay 
Berwanger of Chicago won 
the first Heisman, every win- 
ner had been a junior or senior 
— until Tebow. 

He beat out Arkansas run- 
ning back Darren McFadden, 
the first player since 1949 to 
finish second in consecutive 
seasons. Tebow received 
1,957 points and 462 first- 
place votes to McFadden’s 
1,703 points and 291 first- 
place votes. 

Hawaii quarterback Colt 
Brennan was third, and 
Missouri quarterback Chase 
Daniel fourth. 

A year after Tebow helped 
Florida win a national title, 
and in his first season as the 
Gators’ starter, the chiseled 
235-pound quarterback in a 
fullback’s body put together a 
historic campaign. He’s the 
first major college player to 
run for 20 touchdowns and 
throw 20 TD passes in the 
same season. 

In an unpredictable college 
football season, the Heisman 
race was as unsettled as the 
national title chase. Tebow 
emerged as the front-runner 
even though Florida (9-3) 
stumbled early. 

Six of the last seven 
Heisman winners picked up 
their bronze statues on the 
way to playing in the national 
championship game. Tebow 
won’t get that chance this sea- 
son, but Heisman voters did- 
n’t hold Florida’s failure to 
defend its national title 
against him. 

McFadden slumped in 
October before finishing with 
a huge November, capping 
his season with a spectacular 
performance — 206 yards

Willis and Peterson have 
been the brightest spots on 
their teams during their first 
year in the NFL. Their first 
meeting is key for the 
Vikings’ (6-6) playoff hopes, 
while the 49ers (3-9) will 
attempt to salvage a bit of 
respect from a hugely disap- 
pointing season.

Raiders say. 

“This team is built for cold 
weather,” Raiders coach Lane 
Kiffin said. “I hope that it’s 
cold.” 

The Raiders (4-8) might 
not be the first team on any- 
one’s mind when it comes to 
taming the tundra, but Kiffin

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Davidson gives UCLA a scare, but 
Bruins pull off comeback

ANAHEIM — The next time UCLA 
shows up in Anaheim could be in March 
for early round NCAA tournament 
games. The Bruins hope that visit won’t 
be nearly so worrisome. 

Luc Richard Mbah a Moute scored 21 
points and the seventh-ranked Bruins 
made up an 18-point deficit to beat 
Davidson 75-63 in the John Wooden 
Classic on Saturday. 

“I was really worried about this 
game,” UCLA coach Ben Howland said. 
“I would not want to be the team that will 
play them in the NCAA tournament.” 

The Bruins (8-1) joined No. 1 North 
Carolina and Duke, then ranked seventh, 
as powerhouse programs that got a scare 
from mid-major Davidson. The Wildcats 
(3-5) lost by a combined 10 points to the 
two ACC schools, and had UCLA down 
the entire first half. 

“We didn’t come here to play it close. 
We came here to win it,” Davidson coach 
Bob McKillop said. 

Stephen Curry, the son of former NBA 
3-point specialist Dell Curry, led 
Davidson with 15 points, extending his 
streak of double-figure games to 35. 
Jason Richards added 13 points and 
seven assists, a category in which he 
leads the nation. 

“We came into the season wanting to 
compete and win a couple of these 
games,” Curry said. “It’s very disappoint- 
ing to have these opportunities and not 
capitalize on them.” 

Josh Shipp added 15 points, Russell 


Westbrook had 14 and Darren Collison 
10 for UCLA, which was coming off a 
two-point loss to Texas last weekend, its 
first of the season. 

In that game, the Bruins fell behind by 
16 points in the first half. 

“If we had the answer, we wouldn’t do 
it,’ Shipp said. “It’s our intensity level; 
we don’t come out with the great level we 
need.” 

The Wildcats shot 52 percent in the 
first half, when they had UCLA down by 
18 on the strength of a 32-14 game-open- 
ing run. During one stretch, Bryant Barr 
and Thomas Sander combined to hit four 
consecutive 3-pointers. 

“We got going really quick and got 
some easy shots, and we fed off our 
defensive stops,” Curry said. 

UCLA’s Kevin Love picked up two 
quick fouls to start the game and the 
freshman was visibly frustrated on the 
bench. He spent the rest of the half shut- 
tling in and out before finishing the game 
with 12 points and 12 rebounds. 

“That’s Kevin’s biggest attribute right 
now, his ability to rebound on defense,” 
Howland said. 

Love’s putback launched UCLA’s 19- 
6 run that left the Bruins trailing 34-30 at 
halftime. Mbah a Moute scored eight 
points, including seven in a row, and the 
Bruins clamped down on defense, with 
their double-teams forcing turnovers. 

“That (7-0 run) was the snowball that 
started us rolling in the wrong direction,” 
McKillop said. 

Mbah a Moute hit a 3-pointer early in 
the second half that gave UCLA its first

lead of the game. From there, the teams 
traded leads until the Bruins went on an 
8-0 run to go up 48-41. 

“My teammates did a good job attack- 
ing and driving,” Mbah a Moute said. “I 
had open shots, so I had to knock them 
down.” 

UCLA stayed in front the rest of the 
way, although Davidson kept cutting the 
lead. Richards hit two 3s and Curry 
added another to get to 70-63 with 3:20 
remaining. 

Richards, Sanders and Stephen 
Rossiter were in foul trouble in the sec- 
ond half, while Curry was limited to eight 
points in the final 20 minutes mostly 
because of Westbrook’s defense. 

“He did a great job chasing me all 
game and made it tough for me to get 
easy shots,” Curry said. 

The Bruins shot 67 percent in the sec- 
ond half, and held the Wildcats to 41 per- 
cent while dominating the boards 37-18. 
They made 21 free throws to Davidson’s 
one. 

The only other time Davidson and 
UCLA played was in 1975, Wooden’s 
final season when the Bruins won by 27 
points. The 97-year-old coach was helped 
up to wave at the crowd when he received 
a standing ovation in the second half. 

UCLA improved to 8-3 in its 11 
appearances in the doubleheader named 
for the school’s former coach, who guid- 
ed the Bruins to a record 10 national 
championships. 

Saint Mary’s beat San Diego State 69- 
64 in the first game.

Continued from Page A-8 
less-than-ideal conditions? 

“Earlier in the year, you’re 
playing in light winds and 70 
degrees, it’s a lot easier to 
throw and catch and run 
routes, not slip — that’s all a 
factor late in the year,” Brett 
Favre said. “And it’s going to 
hamper both teams. But ld 
like to think that that’s where 
I’m at my best. Statistically 
speaking, it may not be as 
good as it was earlier in the 
year. Then again, who knows? 
But it has to be better than the 
opponent, and I’m confident 
we can do that.” 

If they can, it will mean a 
return to the playoffs, as the 
Packers will clinch the NFC 
North with a victory or a loss 
by Detroit on Sunday. 

But Raiders defensive line- 
man Warren Sapp, who is 
looking forward to renewing 
the respectful rivalry he had 
with Favre during his Tampa 
Bay days, said the weather 
isn’t necessarily an advantage 
for the Packers. 

“Let’s say it like this: It 
don’t become 80 and sunny 
when Favre’s got the ball in 
his hand,” Sapp said. “It’s still 
going to be whatever temper- 
ature it is, and everybody’s 
got to deal with the elements. 
It’s just a matter of who 
makes the fewest mistakes.” 

The Packers made too 
many mistakes in their loss at 
Dallas last Thursday, and lost 
Favre in the process. Favre 
left the game with a bruised 
right elbow and separated left 
shoulder in the second quarter 
and was unable to return. 

But he eased his way back 
into practice this week and is 
expected to extend his quar- 
terback-record consecutive 
starts streak to 250 on Sunday 
— 270, including the play- 
offs. 

The Packers also are hop- 
ing to get back two key defen- 
sive players who didn’t play 
against Dallas: third-down 
pass rush specialist Kabeer 
Gbaja-Biamila, who missed 
the game because of an ankle 
injury, and former Raiders 
cornerback Charles Woodson, 
who was sidelined by a toe 
injury. 

But the key to their suc- 
cess, especially if the weather 
is bad, could be running back 
Ryan Grant, a relative 
unknown who took over as 
the starter last month and is 
averaging 4.9 yards per carry. 


Still, the Packers are aver- 
aging only 85.3 yards rushing 
per game, third worst in the 
league and apparently not 
enough to impress Sapp. 

“They really don’t have a 
running game,” Sapp said 
during a monologue about 
Favre’s success. “I think 
they’re 30th in the league or 
something like that. But he’s 
doing some amazing things.” 

The Raiders are one of the 
league’s best rushing teams, 
fourth in the NFL at 135 yards 
per game. Running back 
Justin Fargas knows even 
more work could be coming 
his way if the weather is bad. 

“We’re a running team any- 
way,” Fargas said. “We expect 
to run the ball, and I expect to 
run the ball. Knowing it could 
be a weather game, we’ll 
commit to the run a little 
more. It’s all the better.” 

The strong running game 
keeps the Raiders in manage- 
able down-and-distance situa- 
tions and sets up play-action 
passes, a boost to the Raiders’ 
quarterback, whomever it 
may be. 

Daunte Culpepper was 
coming on before he was side- 
lined with a sore right quadri- 
ceps, and Josh McCown 
stepped in to have his best 
game of the year in last 
week’s 34-20 victory over 
Denver. Kiffin also is begin- 
ning to work No. 1 draft pick 
JaMarcus Russell into the 
rotation. 

“T just think you’re seeing a 
lot of growing and learning 
these last few weeks,” 
McCown said. “It’s just com- 
ing together, and we’re exe- 
cuting better just because of 
the learning process. 
Unfortunately it was that way 
this year. It’s not an excuse for 
what’s happened, but I think 
that that’s what you see.” 

The Packers’ surprising 
turnaround this season actual- 
ly began late last year, when 
they won their last four games 
to finish 8-8. Packers coach 
Mike McCarthy told his team 
this week that the Raiders 
might be building the same 
kind of momentum. 

“If you remember where 
we were at this time last year, 
we were 4-8, and were able to 
make a run at the end of the 
season,” McCarthy said. “It 
was the foundation of what 
we’ve been able to build off of 
for this season. That’s how we 
view this team coming in 
here. We need to be ready to

tle?” 

Their battle could be the 
most interesting part of the 
sequel to one of the NFL’s 
worst games in 2006. San 
Francisco beat Minnesota 9-3 
despite managing just 133 
total yards while the Vikings 
committed three turnovers 
and dropped several big pass- 
es in a thoroughly dull after- 
noon. 

But Peterson and Willis 
were both finishing up stellar 
college careers at the time, 
and Nolan figures their pair- 
ing alone should be more 
exciting than that snoozer. 

“T do think that is one of the 
more interesting challenges in 
this football game, because 
they will meet,” Nolan said. 
“It’s not like a defensive back 
and a running back, where 
they may not meet very often. 
You’re talking about two 
players, the linebacker and the 
running back — they should 
meet quite a few times, 
whether it’s in coverage or in 
the running game.” 

There’s a movement afoot 
in San Francisco to come up 
with a nickname for Willis, 
who already has made 128 
tackles in San Francisco’s 3-4 
defense, even while playing 
with a broken hand in recent 
games. 

Minnesota coach Brad 
Childress applied his own 
catchy moniker while watch- 
ing film during the week. 

“PH tell you what, he is a 
rolling ball of butcher 
knives,” Childress said. “He is 
everywhere. He’s a million- 
mile-an-hour guy. He was 
playing with a club on his 
hand for a while. He broke his 
hand, and he still was every- 
where.” 

The same could be said of 
Peterson, who has rushed for 
1,197 yards despite missing 
two games with a knee injury. 
He returned with 116 yards in 
a win over Detroit last week, 
Minnesota’s_ third straight 
while jumping back into the 
playoff race. 

San Francisco has lost nine 
of 10 despite Willis’ impres- 
sive play, falling out of the 
playoff picture for the fifth 
straight season. 

Willis and Peterson have a 
passing acquaintance after 
spending two months working 
out at the same Arizona com- 
plex during the offseason. 

“T trained with him, and 


I’ve seen what he’s done this 
far,” Willis said. “I don’t go 
into it thinking, "Oh man, I 
hope he doesn’t make me 
miss,’ or nothing like that. 
(TII) just go out there and just 
play the very best I can play 
and not worry about if he’s 
going to make me miss, or if 
he’s going to make me look 
bad on TV.” 

Peterson also is aware of 
Willis’ growing reputation, 
particularly after studying him 
for the game. He sees Willis 
quickly joining Brian 
Urlacher, Ray Lewis and the 
rest of the NFL’s elite line- 
backers. 

“I haven’t played against 
him, but watching film and 
watching him play, he is play- 
ing up to some of those guys’ 
standards, just by his play and 
his stats,” Peterson said. 

And what about when they 
meet? 

“Tt could be a collision, or I 
might have to put a move on 
him to get to the end zone,” 
Peterson said. “So I don’t 
know, I guess you’ve just got 
to wait and see.” 

Even if Willis and Peterson 
weren’t having breakout sea- 
sons, the rookies would be 
hits with their respective 
teachers. In addition to being 
humble and remarkably good- 
natured, both players have a 
reputation for outstanding 
work ethics, making their 
coaches’ jobs remarkably easy 
in their first season. 

“T think it’s fun for the NFL 
and the fans to see where the 
league is going and what type 
of players are out there,” 
Vikings offensive coordinator 
Darrell Bevell said. “There 
are always people leaving, 
there are always people com- 
ing in, and the new crop is on 
display this Sunday. I think 
it’s fun to watch.”

Simply put, he’s the perfect 
quarterback for coach Urban 
Meyer’s spread-option 
offense. 

Florida fans might argue 
Tebow is just plain perfect. 

Tebowisms have become 
all the rage with Gators fans 


on the Internet. A sampling: 
Superman wears Tim Tebow 
pajamas. Tim Tebow has 
counted to infinity ... twice. 
Tim Tebow ordered a Big Mac 
at Burger King, and got one. 

And if joining Steve 
Spurrier and Danny Wuerffel 
as the only Florida players to 
win the Heisman Trophy was- 
n’t enough to make Tebow the 
most popular man in 
Gainesville, there’s one more 
reason for Gators fans to be 
excited: the promise of two 
more years of Tebow, who has 
said he has no plans to leave 
school after his junior season. 

The legend of Tebow start- 
ed at Nease High School in 
Ponte Vedra Beach, Fla., 
where he once finished a 
game playing on a broken leg. 

Homeschooled by mission- 
ary parents who run an 
orphanage in the Philippines, 
Tebow took advantage of a 
Florida state law to play for 
Nease, about 90 miles from 
the University of Florida cam- 
pus. 

Tebow has worked and 
preached at his parents’ 
orphanage since he was 15. 
He regularly speaks at schools 
and delivered his message of 
faith at a prison in Florida ear- 
lier this year. 

He arrived in Gainesville 
with superstar status, and 
Gators fans could hardly wait 


to see their quarterback of the 
future. 

In a part-time role as a 
complement to Chris Leak, 
Tebow played with a fiery 
passion. He bowled over 
defenders and bounced 
around the field, fists pump- 
ing and arms waving. 

He ran for 469 yards and 
eight touchdowns as a fresh- 
man, throwing only enough to 
take advantage of defenses 
stacked to stop him from run- 
ning. 

This season, the Gators 
became Tebow’s team and at 
times he was a one-man 
offense. 

He completed 68 percent of 
his attempts for 3,132 yards 
and 29 touchdowns and con- 
tinued to run with reckless 
abandon, even while playing 
the second half of the season 
with a very sore shoulder. 

Compensating for the 
Gators’ lack of a reliable tail- 
back, Tebow led Florida with 
838 yards rushing and set a 
Southeastern Conference 
record with 22 touchdowns. 
With speed and a strong arm 
to go with his power and grit, 
Tebow is part throwback to 
the days of single-wing foot- 
ball and part 21st century pro- 
totype for the position. 

Add winning the Heisman 
as a sophomore, and Tebow is 
truly one of a kind.

Nelson knows an extended 
absence for either Davis or 
Jackson could be devastating, 
but still has trouble limiting 
their minutes to keep them 
fresh. 

“Tt’s a long season and our 
team is very fragile,’ Nelson 
said. “I’m really only playing 
eight guys. Any injury to any 
of our top guys would really 
set us back. I think you saw a 
glimpse of it in the overtime 
without Baron. We really need 
him. He’s one of the few guys 
who can get his own shot and 
also make his own play.” 

But when the Warriors have 
all their pieces in place, 
they’ve shown they can be a 
force in the NBA.

the proponents claim for it,” 
said Johnson. “But what’s 
worse is the county counsel’s 
ballot title and summary false- 
ly advertises it as having more 
scope and coherence than it 
does.” 

“This document is a pig,” 
said Johnson, “and Jeanine 
put lipstick on it.” 

Among the problems both 
Measure G proponents and 
opponents see with Rickel’s 
ballot measure are: 

e It does not specifically 
repeal Measure G, leaving 
open the possibility that com- 
peting measures will end up 
on the books and create a 
legal quagmire. 

e It legislates that the coun- 
ty Sheriff and District 
Attorney’s highest priority 
must be the enforcement of 
marijuana growing and pos- 
session limits, something 
many feel would be over- 
reaching and bad policy any- 
way. 

Johnson’s challenge to the 
ballot proposition, if success- 
ful, would prohibit Rickel 
from circulating petitions to 
get the 3,500 or so signatures 
needed to put the proposition

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Do not pay off your mortgage early 


For years I have told you not to pay 
off your mortgage, and especially not 
to pay it off early. In fact, I often sug- 
gest that you refinance whenever sub- 
stantial equity accumulates in your 
house. The following story illustrates 
why this is your best option. 

Jim and Clara (not their real names) 
came into my office recently. Jim 
plans to retire next month. Their goal 
was to have their mortgage paid off 
by the time Jim entered retirement. So 
20 years ago, instead of contributing 
to their 401(k), they sent that money 
to their lender in the form of extra 
principal payments on their mortgage. 
When they became my clients in 
1996, we recommended that they stop 
doing this and invest that money in 
their 401(k) plan. They rejected this 
advice. 

Jim and Clara figured that by elim- 
inating their mortgage prior to retire- 
ment, their postretirement expenses 
would be much lower, enabling them 
to live on less. Now, it appears 
they’ve met their goal: They own 
their home outright, as well as their 
cars. They both will receive Social 
Security, plus Clara’s pension -- a 
combined annual income of about 
$60,000. They have little to nothing in 
savings or investments, but with no 
mortgage or car payments, their 
monthly spending is only about 
$2,000 per month -- easily affordable 
on their $60,000 retirement income. 

Until they need a new car, that is.

With little cash, 
choice but to finance that purchase. 
They’ll also have to borrow to pay for 
the inevitable major home repairs, as 
everything in the house is at least 15 
years old -- the roof, heating and air- 
conditioning system, kitchen and 


they’ll have no 


bathrooms. New carpets, painting, 
driveway and other typical homeown- 
ership hassles are unavoidable, as are 
higher property taxes and fire insur- 
ance costs -- none of which they’ve 
planned for in their monthly budget. 
And let’s not talk about future health- 
care costs. Since both are only in their 
60s, inflation will take its toll over the 
years. Clara’s pension is not indexed 
with inflation, so even though her 
$3,000 monthly pension seems like 
plenty of income today, the same 
income will pay for 25 percent fewer 
goods and services in 10 years 
(assuming 3 percent annual inflation). 
By age 85, Clara’s pension will effec- 
tively provide less than half of what it 
does now -- which explains why the 
majority of those in poverty are the 
nation’s elderly. 

Sure, Jim and Clara own a home 


worth several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, but they can’t easily tap into the 
equity. As retirees living on a fixed 
income, lenders are reluctant to give 
them a mortgage. A reverse mortgage 
would provide only a few hundred 
dollars per month -- not enough to 
materially improve their situation. So 
they might be forced to sell the house 
in order to tap into its liquidity. 
Therefore, they could be forced to 
give up the one asset they were so 
determined to protect. 

This story could have been much 
different. Had Jim and Clara placed 
all the extra payments they sent to the 
lender over the years into invest- 
ments, today they’d still have a mort- 
gage -- but they’d also have hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in liquid 
investments. They’d be able to use 
that money to make their monthly 
mortgage payments and rely on the 
rest to sustain their lifestyle. 

As they enter retirement, Jim and 
Clara realize their situation, and they 
hope to make the most of it. But they 
do realize that paying off their mort- 
gage wasn’t the best strategy. It’s a 
realization that came 40 years too 
late.

DEAR BRUCE: Recently, I received 
an inheritance of $15,000. While I own 
my home and can pay all my bills, I have 
saved next to nothing for my retirement. 
I am 40 years old. What would you sug- 
gest I do with this money? -- Reader, 
Exton, Pa. 

DEAR READER: First things first: 
Put $4,000 in a Roth IRA. This will allow 
you to save for the next 20-plus years, 
and everything earned will be totally tax- 
free. The remainder can be invested in 
mutual funds, and -- at your age -- a more 
aggressive investment approach might 
serve you well. 

DEAR BRUCE: I have a house that I 
purchased more than 20 years ago as an

DEAR READER: You haven’t indi- 
cated the extent of the repairs or how 
much the home is bringing in on a month- 
ly basis.

Investments such 
as mutual funds or stocks would be my 
choice.

Triple coupons 
to the rescue 


DEAR SARA: I teach at a middle school, and every 
year, we all give gifts to the other people on our team. 
When I first started there, the team consisted of seven 
teachers, including me. This year there are 14 of us -- a 
frugal gift-giver's nightmare! Anyway, I feel strongly 
about giving something, as we are really each other's sup- 
port system throughout the year. This year, when my gro- 
cery store had triple coupons coinciding with a sale on 
cookie mixes, it solved my dilemma. I got tons of cookie 
mix almost for free. So I'll be giving "homemade" cook- 
ies. However, I don't know how to package them frugally 
yet attractively. Any thoughts? -- Amy B., New Jersey 

DEAR AMY B.: I would stack them in a mason jar and 
decorate the lid with fabric. You could attach a small orna- 
ment or candy cane with raffia or ribbon, too. If you pre- 
fer wrapping, go to the dollar store and purchase small gift 
bags and tissue paper or small papier-mache boxes, add 
tissue paper as a liner and pop on a bow. If you'd like to 
give something more substantial, you could try wrapping 
stacks and bundling them in cellophane tied with curling 
ribbon . You could then place them into a basket lined with 
tissue paper or package with other goodies, such as teas 
and coffees. Wrap the basket with more cellophane or 
shrink-wrap, and adorn with a bow. 

DEAR SARA: If you could give someone a frugal tip 
to keep with them throughout their life, what would it be? 
-- Sherry, Minnesota 

DEAR SHERRY: My No. 1 frugal tip would be to 
track your spending and pay yourself first, but it's a close 
tie with paying cash for purchases instead of using credit 
cards. 

DEAR SARA: I have a wooden cutting board that has 
been in my possession for years. I noticed this morning 
that it is starting to warp, and it has deep-cut grooves 
where I have used my electric knife to slice bread. I know 
I should have been treating it with some kind of oil all 
these years. But I never think about it until 3 a.m., and 
then who cares? How do I treat it with oil and what type? 
-- Dee, New York 

DEAR DEE: I'd use mineral oil, because other oil, 
such as vegetable, can go rancid over time, and I would be 
afraid of your board being unsanitary. Just rub it in and let 
it soak. I apply a couple of coats. I suggest you buy a new 
cutting board. Once you get your new board, oil it, clean 
it with soap and water, and dry it -- but don't immerse it in 
water or put it in the dishwasher, because that is what cre- 
ates warping. You can sanitize by spritzing it with vinegar 
from a spray bottle. If you'd like to keep your old board, 
consider using it for fruits and vegetables and use your 
new board for meats. 

DEAR SARA: When money is low, what are you glad 
that you have in your food pantry? -- Shell, Canada 

DEAR SHELL: I have a list of pantry staples that I like 
to keep on hand in my pantry. If you have computer 
access, I have a reference list for a standard pantry inven- 
tory at www.frugalvillage.com/pantry-list.html. 

When money is low, I would be happy to already have 
the following items in my pantry: pasta and macaroni, 
jarred sauce, soup, canned fruit, rice, flour, sugar, oatmeal, 
canned vegetables, powdered milk, cheese and dried 
beans.
